11. all efforts of the police departments in | 
every European country have failed to lo- 
cate the princess.

disappeared. | 


Flight Is Premeditated. 

That the flight ot the princess was pre- 
meditated is known, dut whether she is in 
hiding or has met with some serious fate is 
a matter of great doubt in royal circles. 

In à letter written just before her disap- 
pearance the princess wrote: | 

“I renounce all rights’ due me through | 
my relationship to Frederick ‘Angustus, 
crown prince of Saxony.“ 

Princess Louise was at the royal castle | 
near Salzburg and was surrounded by her 
ladies in waiting and a large suite, but none 
of the household seems * have been aware 
of her intent. 


Kept Secret Ten Days. 

The flight was kept secret by the govern- 
ment. until today, when the sensational 
rumors afloat made necessary the following 
statement, printed in the ale min Journal,

Taft Has Much Work to Do. 

Gov. Taft, too, has work which the admin- 
istration wishes him to accomplish before he 
gives up his office, and it is not certain that 
he cap be taken away from Manila by the 
time that Mr. Root is ready to return to his 
New York law office. 

Gov. Taft is not pleased with the climate 
in Manile and his friends say he would much 
prefer an appointment to the Supreme bench, 
which was assured him by the late President 
McKinley. President Roosevelt is not un- 
aware of that ambition, but itis thought that 
Gov. Taft might serve for a period as secre- 
tary of war till the proper opening for his 

intment to the bench, if that is contem- 
plated, should be at hand, 

Whatever the developments, it is recog- 
nized that changes in more than one impor- 
tant office under the administration are prob- 
able within the next six months.

Eriteson Estimates Chicago’s Loss from 
This Cause During Last Year at 61, 
882,483—If Present System Is Con- 


tinued Vast Outlay of Money Will 1 2

‘City Engineer Ericson estimates that the 
. ¢ity of Chicago lost $1,832,483 last year 
through’ waste and leakage of water. Fur- 
thermore, he predicts that if the present 
system of selling water is continued the city 
in ten yeare will have to spend $5,900,000 to 
add to its plant to keep up with the increase 
in population. 

On the other hand, the engineer figures 
that if meters are installed and water sold 
by measure every one can have all he can 
posalbly use at generally less cost than now. 
and the total pumpage ten years from now 
will not be more than 60 per cent of what it 
iu today. His plea ea is that both the city and 
the consumers can save money through the 
use of meters and the present plant will 
suffice far two decades. In a report on the 
subject he made yesterday to Commissioner 
Biocki, Mr. Ericson asserts:
